52. (Currently Amended): A method for organizing one or more application 
windows within at least [[one]] two computer displays, the method comprising: 
dividing the at least [[one]] two computer displays with one or more user- 
defined boundaries to create two or more window areas within the at 
least [[one]] two computer displays , wh e r e in e ach of th e on e or mor e 
usor dof i nod boundar ie s e xtends botwoon two d i fferent s i dos of tho at 
le ast on e comput e r d i sp l ay ; 

associating a first application window with a first window area within the at least 
[[one]] two computer displays based on user input , wh e r ei n on l y the f i rst 
app li cat i on window can bo displayed with i n tho f i rst w i ndow ar o a ; and 

displaying the first application window within the first window area within the at 
least [[one]] two computer displays based on user input , wherein a first 
portion of the first window area is displayed within a first of the at least 
two computer displays and a second portion of the first window area is 
displayed within a second of the at least two computer displays .

54. (Previously Presented): The method of claim 52, further comprising the 
steps of adjusting the length associated with a first user-defined boundary in the one 
or more user-defined boundaries, and adjusting the two or more window areas based 
on the adjusted length associated with the first user-defined boundary. 

55. (Previously Presented): The method of claim 52, further comprising the step 
of storing the association between the first application window and the first window 
area within the at least one computer.

64. (Currently Amended): The computer-readable storage medium of claim 60, 
further comprising the step of resizing the first application window to cover an entire 
area of the first window area within the at least one computer. 

65. (Currently Amended): The computer-readable storage medium of claim 60, 
further comprising the step of resizing the first application window to cover a first 
portion of the first window area, wherein an area defined by the first portion is less 
than an entire area of the first window area within the at least one computer. 

66. (Currently Amended): The computer-readable storage medium of claim 60. 
wherein the one or more user-defined boundaries are associated with a pre-defined 
boundary layout template selected by the user. 

67. (Currently Amended): The computer-readable medium of claim 60, 
wherein at least one of the one or more user-defined boundaries extends between two 
different sides of one of the at least two computer displays, a first port i on of tho f i rst
